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Highlights 


According to the 1986 Census: 


213,100 immigrants were unable to speak English or French 


Three out of four immigrants unable to speak English or French were 
over the age of 50. 


Women comprised two-thirds of the immigrant population unable to 
speak English or French. 


Seven out of ten immigrants unable to speak English or French lived 
in Toronto (43%), Montréal (14%), or Vancouver (13%). 


56% of all immigrants unable to speak English or French were born 
in Italy, China or Portugal. 


Immigrants unable to speak English or French of both sexes had 
much lower levels of education than the total population. 58% of 
women and 47% of men had less than 6 years of schooling. 


The labour force participation rate of immigrants unable to speak an 
Official language aged 15 to 64 was lower (men 75.9%, women 
45.6%) than the labour force participation rate of men and women of 
the total population (86.2% and 65.2% respectively). 


The unemployment rate of immigrants unable to speak English or 
French, especially women, was higher than the unemployment rate 
of the total population. 


The income of immigrants unable to speak English or French was 
substantially lower than income for the total population. 


According to Employment & Immigration data on immigrants entering 
between 1982 and 1986 at the time of their arrival: 


44% of immigrants unable to speak an official language were in the 
"family" class of immigrants and a further 24% were in the 
"designated" class. 


Almost 81% were under the age of 40. Census data, however, for 
the period of immigration 1981-86 show a more even distribution 
among age categories.

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Introduction 


Introduction 


a Purpose 


The purpose of this report is to provide demographic and socio- 
economic information from the 1986 Census concerning immigrants who 
reported that they were unable to conduct a conversation in either English or 
French.. 


This report will also provide information on immigrant class, sex, year 
of landing and intended destination of immigrants landing between 1982 and 
1986, baseo on data obtained from Employment and Immigration Canada. 


Studying the population unable to speak an Official Language is 
important to the development of appropriate government policies and 
programs related to language. Language training programs, for example, can 
be better formulated if the demographic and socio-economic characteristics of 
this population are known. | 


As well, this report may be of use as background for the provision of 
social services at various levels of government and non-government agencies 
such as the provision of services to elderly immigrants (particularly elderly 
immigrant women), who comprise a large percentage of the population unable 
to speak an Official Language. 


2. Popuiation 


According to the 1986 Census, 291,200 persons or 1.2% of the 
population of Canada reported that they were unable to conduct a 
conversation in English or French. This number, however, includes 46,600 
children under the age of 5 who are not immigrants and for whom no 
aboriginal origin was reported. The Official Language question in the 1986 
Census asked parents to state the language most often spoken in the home 
in the case of children who were yet unable to speak, but it seems probable 
that many parents missed this instruction. Some of these children could also 
be sons and daughters of immigrants who are being taught a non-Official 
Language first. In any case, it can be assumed that these very young children 
will eventually learn an Official Language. 


lf we exclude children under the age of five (immigrants as well as non- 
immigrants), 231,100 persons reported that they were unable to conduct a 
conversation in either of the Official Languages. Of these, 208,300 (90.0%) 
were immigrants, while persons with Aboriginal ancestry numbered 15,000 or 
6.5%, and non-aboriginal non-immigrants numbered 8,100 or 3.5% of this 


population. 
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The analysis concentrates for the most part on immigrants unable to 
Speak an Official Language, thereby excluding the 46,600 non-immigrant non- 
aborginal persons under the age of five. It was also decided to exclude, as 
much as possible, the aboriginal population unable to speak an Official 
Language from the analysis because they have demographic characteristics 
which are diametrically different from the immigrant population. Immigrants 
unable to speak English or French are concentrated mainly in the urban areas 
-- three quarters of them live in either Toronto, Montréal, Vancouver, Edmonton 
or Calgary. Aboriginal persons unable to speak an Official Language live 
primarily outside the large cities. 


The population examined here thus includes 213,100 immigrants unable 
to speak English or French, only 2.2% of whom where under the age of five. 


In the case of tables or graphs presenting socio-economic information 
(the second chapter of this document), it was not always possible to obtain 
figures for immigrants only, but it was possible to exclude aboriginal persons. 


The inability to exclude the non-immigrant non-aboriginal population 
from the analysis is not a major drawback, as the population for whom socio- 
economic data are presented is by definition over 15 years of age, and 
immigrants comprise 97.8% (203,700) of all non-aboriginal persons over 15 
unable to speak an Official Language. Non-immigrants account for only 2.2% 
(4,600) of this population. If we exclude age considerations, this population is 
almost the same as the one for which demographic information is presented. 


The final section deals with data from Employment and Immigration 
Canada concerning landed immigrants for the years 1982 to 1986. This 
information should help assess the characteristics of immigrants unable to 
speak an Official Language when they enter the country. It will also serve as 
a basis of comparison with 1986 Census figures. Although comparisons 
between different data sources should be done with caution, this additional 
information will help us determine who is more likely not to learn an Official 
Language. 
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< $ Other limitations of the data 


Because of a number of constraints associated with the Census Official 
Language data, the figure of 213,100 immigrants unable to speak English or 
French should be interpreted with some caution. ' 


e Because this variable refers to the individual’s own assessment of his 
or her ability, it is probable that the number of persons who have 
difficulty speaking an Official Language is much higher. 


This variable does not reflect the fact that a substantial number of 
peopie may be able to conduci a conversation in an Official Language, 
but are unable to read or write this language. 


8 Finally, it does not indicate if the level of competence in an Official 
Language is sufficient for job requirements in the person's field and 
level of employment. 


This report is thus an analysis of the demographic and socio-economic 
characteristics of immigrants who have reported a lack of a basic level of 
proficiency in either English or French. An immigrant from a country where 
English or French are not widely spoken may be able to conduct a 
conversation in an Official Language, but his/her level of proficiency may not 
allow him/her to be employed where a high level of proficiency in writing is 
required. Because this report utilizes the 1986 Census question on ability to 
speak an Official Language as the basis for data analysis, such a person 
would not be included in the investigation. 


It can therefore be assumed that the number of people who don't speak 
an Official Language at a level corresponding to their needs and the needs of 
society is in fact higher than the number reported here. 


' The data used in this report is derived from the Official language question on the 
1986 Census and refers to the ability of the respondent to conduct a conversation 
in English or French. 
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Demographic and General Characteristics 
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Nine out of 10 persons aged 5 and over unable to speak 
English or French are immigrants. 


* According to the 1986 Census, 291,200 persons or 
1.2% of the population of Canada reported that they 
were unable to conduct a conversation in English or 
French. This number, however, includes 46,600 children 
under the age of 5 who are not immigrants and who did 
not report an aboriginal origin. 


8 If children under the age of five are excluded, 231,100 
persons reported that they were unable to speak English 
or French. Of this number, 208,300 (90%) were 
immigrants, 15,000 or 6.5% reported aboriginal origins, 
8,100 or 3.5% were non-aboriginal persons who were 
not immigrants.

Two-thirds of all immigrants unable to speak English or French 
live in Montréal, Toronto, or Vancouver. 


‘ Toronto has the highest number of persons unable to 
speak English or French (90,700). 


e Montréal had more than 30,600 persons unable to speak 
an Official Language, while Vancouver had 27,100 
persons. 


e The proportion of the total CMA population was: 
e Montréal: 1% 
‘ Toronto: DEM ES 
e Vancouver: 2.0% 
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Fifty-six % of ali immigrants unabie to speak English or French 
were born in Italy, China* or Portugal. 


¢ In 1986, out of a total of 213,100 immigrants unable to 
speak English or French, 49,200 were born in Italy 
(23%), 42,900 were born in China (20%) and 27,100 
were born in Portugal (13%). 


e In all of the top 12 place of birth groups of persons 
unable to speak English or French, women outnumbered 
men by a considerable margin. 


e Immigrants from China had the highest percentage of 
persons unable to speak an Official Language (36.0%), 
followed by immigrants from Kampuchea (22.0%), 
Portugal (19.4%), Vietnam (16.2%), and Italy (13.4%). 


* This includes only persons born in the Republic of China and does not include 
persons reporting Chinese ethnic origin born in Hong Kong, Taiwan, etc. 
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The piace of birth of immigrants unable to speak an Official 
Language varies by city. 


e In Montréal, Italy (36.6%), followed by Greece (12.2%) 
were the most frequently reported places of birth of 
immigrants unable to speak English or French. 


e In Toronto, Italy (30.5%) followed by Portugal (18.2%) 
and China? (15.9%) were the most frequently reported 
places of birth. 


e Persons born in China comprised a majority (51.8%) of 
the immigrant population unable to speak English or 
French of Vancouver, followed by India (12.4%). 


* This includes only persons born in the Republic of China and does not include 


persons reporting Chinese origin born in Hong Kong, Taiwan, etc. 
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Three out of 4 immigrants unable to speak English or French 
are over the age of 50. 


Two-thirds of all immigrants unable to speak English or French 
are women. 


° The immigrant population unable to speak English or 
French has a higher percentage of persons over the age 
of 50 than the immigrant population or the total 
population. 


e 35.3% of the total number of immigrants unable to 
speak English or French are over the age of 65, and an 
additional 30.6% are between 50 and 64 years of age. 


e Almost twice as many immigrant women (140,220 or 
65.8%) as men (72,850 or 34.2%) reported being 
unable to speak English or French. 7 
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Immigrants unable to speak an Official Language over the age 
of 50 make up a majority of the population in most immigrant 
place of birth groups. 


_@ In most immigrant non-Official Language groups, persons 
aged 50 and over comprise a majority of the population. 


e The largest immigrant groups of persons unable to speak 
an Official Language: Italian, Chinese, and Portuguese 
follow this pattern, as well as immigrants from India and 
Greece. 


e The only significant exception in the major place of birth 
groups is Vietnam, where a higher percentage of 
immigrants unable to speak English or French are aged 
25 to 49 than in the other groups. This reflects the 
more recent immigration of that group. 


Age Distributions, Immigrants Speaking Neither

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Chinese, Italian and Portuguese are the languages most often 
spoken in the homes of persons unable to speak English or 
French. 


e Ins 1986, Chinese. (66,300), Italian 153,200). and 
Portuguese (30,500) were the most frequently reported 
home languages of immigrants unable to speak an 
Official Language in Canada. Spanish (11,200), Greek 
(10,600), and Punjabi (10,300) followed.

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While many persons unable to speak an Official Language 
immigrated prior to 1971, 59% immigrated between 1971 and 
1986. 


e In 1986, 41.0% of all immigrants unable to speak 
English or French had immigrated before 1971, 30.3%. 
immigrated between 1971 and 1980, while 28.8% 
immigrated between 1981 and 1986. 


e There are more women unable to speak an Official 
Language than men for each period of immigration. The 
difference in number between men and women is 
smallest among persons who immigrated between 1981 
and 1986.

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The majority of persons immigrate to Canada when they are 
less then 25 years old. 


° 60% of immigrants enter Canada when they are less 
than 25 years old. 


° Only 3.3% of immigrants entered Canada when they 
were 55 years of age or over.

¢ The largest proportion of persons unable to speak an 
Official Language immigrated to Canada when they were 
55 years of age or older. 


e Among immigrants immigrants entering Canada between 
1981 and 1986, the age at immigration distribution of 
persons unable to speak an Official Language is fairly 
even. 


e Comparing across periods of immigration it appears that 
persons under 25 years of age are more likely to learn an 
Official Language than those over 25. 


e The distributions by age at immigration as a percentage 
of the total immigrant population are similar for all period 
of immigration groups. 
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Fifty-one % of all immigrants unabie to speak English or French 
population are not naturalized Canadian citizens . 


e Naturalized Canadian citizens comprise a larger 
percentage of persons unable to speak English or French 
among the population who immigrated before 1970 than 
among the more recent immigrants. 


e However persons who are not naturalized Canadian 
citizens still comprise 32.4% of the population unable to 
speak an Official Language immigrating before 1970. 


° The large number of persons who are not naturalized 
Canadian citizens among is also a function of the 
requirements of naturalization which state that a person 
must be a resident of Canada for at least 3 years and 
show knowledge of an Official Language. This 
requirement may be lifted in the case of person aged 65 
and older. 
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Socio-Economic Characteristics 
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Male immigrants unable to speak English or French have, on 
average, lower levels of schooling than males who can speak 
an Official Language. 


e In 1986, almost half (47.4%) of all male immigrants 
unable to speak English or French had less than 6 years 
of education compared to only 4.8% of all males in 
Canada. 


e Few male immigrants unable to speak English or French 
had post-secondary education. 


e In Montréal, 59.0% of all male immigrants unable to 
speak English or French had less than 6 years of 
schooling compared to 50.8% in Toronto and 32.4% in 
Vancouver. 
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Female immigrants unable to speak English or French have 
lower levels of schooling than females who can speak an 
Official Language. 


e In 1986, 57.6% of all female immigrants unable to speak 
English or French had less than 6 years of schooling 
compared to only 5.0% of all women in Canada. 


° Few female immigrants unable to speak English or French 
had post-secondary education 


e In Montréal, almost 65.0% of all female immigrants 
unable to speak English or French had less than 6 years 
of schooling compared to 58.6% in Toronto and 51.8% 
in Vancouver. 
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immigrants unabie to speak English or French have a lower 
labour force participation rate and a higher unemployment rate 
than those able to speak an Official Language. 


e In 1986, men unable to speak an Official Language had 
a labour force participation rate of 75.9% compared to 
86.3% for males able to speak an Official Language. 


e Women unable to speak an Official Language had a 
labour force participation rate of 45.6% compared to 
65.4% for females able to speak an Official Language. 


e Unemployment rates were also higher for persons unable 
to speak an Official Language than for the total 
population, especially for women, where the 
unemployment rate was 17.1%. The corresponding rate 
for women able to speak an Official Language was 
12.7% 
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Immigrants unable to speak an Official Language are 
concentrated in different industries than those able to speak an 
Official Language. 


e Men unable to speak an Official Language are more likely 
to be found in construction, business and personal 
services, needle trades, food and beverage, furniture and 
wood industries than males able to speak English or 
French. 


e Women unable to speak an Official Language are much 
more likely to be found in the needle trades than other 
women. They are also more concentrated in the primary 
and food and beverage industries.

e Looking at the population with income, over age 15, in 

; 1986, almost half of men unable to speak an Official 
Language had an annual income of $10,000 or less in 
1985, compared to 27.7% of males able to speak an 
Official Language. 


e In contrast, only 23.2% of men unable to speak an 
Official Language had an income over $20,000, 
compared to almost half of men able to speak an Official 
Language. 
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Women unable to speak English or French have lower incomes 
than women able to speak an Official Language. 


e In 1986, for the population with income, age 15 and 
over, almost 3/4 of women unable to speak an Official 
Language had an annual income of $10,000 or less in 
1985 compared to about half of women who could 
speak an Official Language. 


e In contrast, only 4.5% of women unable to speak an 
Official Language had an income over $20,000, 
compared to 20.4% of women able to speak an Official 
Language.

e 46% of the total immigrant intake between 1982-1986 
entered under the family class. 


e Over 50% of female immigrants entered as family class 
immigrants. 
e Immigrants entering as refugees classes were more likely 


to be male than female.

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Four out of 10 immigrants entering Canada between 1982 and 
1986 were unable to speak English or French when they 
immigrated. 


e Between 1982 and 1986, the percentage of immigrants 
unable to speak English or French fluctuated between 
40% and 48%. 


e A slightly higher percentage of women than men were 
unable to speak English or French at the time of arrival. 
Figures from the 1986 Census show that the number of 
women unable to speak English or French in the 1981-86 
period of immigration group was considerably higher than 
the number of men (37,345 and 24,080 respectively). 
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Between 1982-1986, almost 212 thousand immigrants unable 
to speak an Official Language entered Canada. 


44% of Immigrants unable to speak an Official Language 
enter Canada as Family Class immigrants.

e The distribution of all male immigrants unable to speak 
English or French entering Canada between 1982 and.

(29.2%), "independent" (15.2%), "assisted relative" 
(10.9%) and "convention Refugee" (8.5%). 


a The distribution for women was: "family” class (50.3%), 
"designated refugee” (19.0%), "independent" (13.7%),

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Almost half of all immigrants unable to speak English or French 
entering between 1982 and 1986 had Ontario as their 
intended destination. 


e The intended destinations of immigrants unable to speak 
English or French are similar to those of the immigrant 
population as a whole. 


e The most frequently reported destinations of immigrants 
unable to speak English or French were Ontario (45.5%), 
followed by British Columbia (16.5%), Québec (14.6%) 
and Alberta (13.9%). These four provinces were the 
intended destination of more than 9 out of 10 
immigrants unable to speak English or French. 
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Most immigrants unable to speak English or French entering 
between 1982 and 1986 were under the age of 40. 


° The age distribution of immigrants unable to speak 
English or French as they are entering the country is very 
different from the age distribution of immigrants unable 
to speak English or French as a whole as reported in the 
Census. Census figures show that a majority of this 
population is over the age of 50, while CEIC figures 
show it to be young. These data suggest that a high 
percentage of young immigrants learn the language in a 
relatively short time.

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Glossary 


A large urbanized core, together with adjacent 
urban and rural areas which have a high degree of 
integration with the core. A CMA has (or has had) 
a population of at least 100,000 persons. For a 
more detailed definition, please refer to the 
Statistics Canada Census Dictionary. 


The language(s) spoken most often at home by the 
respondent. lt is taken from the following Census 
question: 

What language do you yourself speak at home 
now? (if more than one language, which language 
do you speak most often’). 


Census Definition: anyone who is not a Canadian 
citizen by birth. Immigrant status is derived from the 
following 1986 Census question: 

Of what country are you a citizen? 


Employment and Immigration Definition: when EIC 
data are used, an immigrant is defined as a landed 
immigrant or person who has received "lawful 
permission to come into Canada to establish 
permanent residence" (Immigration Act, 1976). 


Currently there are five main classes of immigration 
under which an immigrant can enter Canada: 
Independent: Refers to immigrants who apply for 
immigrant status under their own initiative. Specific 
selection criteria based on Canada’s demographic 
and labour market needs are used to determine 
whether applicants and their dependents are 
eligible to immigrate. 


Family: Refers to the spouse, fiancé and any 
unmarried children, parents and grandparents who 
have been sponsored by a relative already living in 
Canada. Candidates are not assessed on the 
basis of a selection criteria in the same way as 
independent class immigrants. 
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Assisted Relative: Refers to immigrants who are 
sponsored by a relative already living in Canada 
who has promised to support them for a period of 
five years. Candidates are assessed on the basis 
of a selection criteria. 


Refugees (convention and designated): refers to 
immigrants who meet the United Nations definition 
of refugee, as stated in the UN Convention and 
Protocal Relating to the Status of Refugees 
(Convention). The Canadian government has aiso 
designate certain groups or peoples as refugees 
who are not necessarily defined as refugees by the 
UN (Designated). In general, refugees are 
sponsored by groups of citizens or legally 
incorporated organizations. 


For more information please refer to Canada’s 
Immigration Law, Employment and Immigration 
Canada. 


The labour force refers to the labour market activity 
of the non-institutionalized population 15 years of 
age and over. There are four categories: 

Total Labour Force:all persons over 15 years of 
age. 

Not in the Labour Force: all persons over the age 
of 15 who were unwilling or unable to work. 
Employed Labour Force: all person over the age of 
15 in the paid workforce. 

Unemployed Labour Force: all persons who were 
without work but were actively looking for work.
